a-sharp whistle pierced ‘the air. 
The little gathering -broke into 
cheers. The musicians began to 
play. Tense nerves found relief 
in a bedlam of noise. And so 
into the new waiting. depot, 
while the crowd cheered and 
shouted, music blared, flags 
waved and revolver shots rent 
the air, a diminutive engine, 
drawing.a tiny train of coaches, 
puffed and panted its way into 
sight—the first railroad train to 
enter the city. 

August 17, 1929, or forty-two 
years later, thirty-five thousand 
people swarmed over the Santa 
Barbara station building and 
grounds, blocked every adjacent 
street and alley and covered the 
surrounding buildings, while the 
triumphant entry of that first 
railroad train was re-enacted. 
The engine was a replica of the 
old-time locomotive and the cars were 
the same type of little rattan-seated, 
oil-lighted and stove-heated coaches. 

For four days the city of Santa 
Barbara had been having its “Old 
Spanish Days” fiesta. The city, gay 
with bunting and flags, had cast dull 
care aside, and its populace with the 
thousands of visitors, arrayed in the 
mantilla and bolero of our sister na- 
tion on the south, made holiday. 

The fiesta culminated on the 17th 
with the re-enactment of the arrival 
of the first railroad train. Filled with 
the spirit of the occasion, the people 
of Santa Barbara arrayed themselves 
in the costumes of bygone days. The 
little band of musicians was again at 
the depot, tooting the old tunes, The 
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ing and panting into Santa Barbara on August 10,1887,

gambler, with his big Stetson hat, 
flowing tie and Prince Albert coat, 
strutted as of old. Dainty senoritas 
in mantilla, tight bodice and flowing 
skirt of brilliant hue, again flirted de- 
murely while sober-eyed duennas 
from behind their fans looked com- 
placently on. Cowboys in full re- 
galia, Indians in their warpaint, 
priests in somber robes—all were 
miraculously resurrected for this cele- 
bration. It was a beautiful sight. 

At two thirty in the afternoon, ex- 
actly as it did forty-two years ago, 
the little train again steamed into the 
city, but the deafening roar that burst 
from thirty-five thousand throats was 
in striking contrast to the feeble 
demonstration made on that first occa- 
sion when the little 
band of celebrators 
greeted the train. 

Passengers, some 
of whom rode on 
that memorable first 
train, garbed in an- 
cient costumes and 
carrying old carpet 
bags and valises, 
once again descended 
from theears, 
were greeted and 
taken to the waiting 
stage coaches, ox 
earts and other ve- 
hicles, precisely as 
they were so long 
ago, 

What memories 
must have stirred in 
those old folks’ 
minds! How much 
the same and yet 
how different from 
the time,.so many 
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years ago, when 
hearts were young 
and pulses raced as 
they exeitedly de- 
trained! 

Something of this 
must have passed 
through the minds 
of the crowd, for, as 
one little silver- 
haired old lady, in 
her old silks and 
laces dug from a 
treasured trunk, 
stepped from the 
train to be met by a 
gallant elderly gen- 
tleman and carefully 
escorted to a. wait- 
ing barouche, the 
shouting died and 
silence fell upon the 
assemblage while 
the little, old lady, 
her dainty feet peep- 
ing from the folds 
of the skirts of her 
girlhood days, 
erossed the plat- 
form. 

Conductor Fred 
Bayless, who has been taking tickets 
for fifty-four years and is still going 
strong, and Engineer J. H. Miller, 
who has handled the throttle for 
forty-three years, brought the train in. 

Assistant General Manager T. H. 
Williams, not to be outdone in the 
matter of sartorial elegance, arrayed 
himself in the grey derby and Prince 
Albert of the days of ’87 and assisted 
the passengers to alight from the 
train. C. L. MeFaul, assistant pas- 
senger traffic manager, and several 
other Southern Pacific officers were 
present, wearing Spanish costumes. 

It was a great celebration, and one 
that will not soon be forgotten. 

Santa Barbara and the Southern 
Pacific have both made long strides 
forward since that first train entered 
the city, and the growth of each is a 
long way from being over. It is in- 
teresting to conjecture what both will 
achieve in the coming forty-two years.

Special Paint and Window Glass 
to Help Keep Cars Cool 


Like water from a duck's back! 

That’s how the sun’s heat rays will 
roll from the latest type railroad 
lounge cars, ten of which are now 
being built for Southern Pacific and 
will be ready for service before long. 

By the use of aluminum paint and 
anti-actinic window glass, the Com- 
pany is taking a step forward in ef- 
fectually solving the problem of pro- 
tecting passengers from summer heat 
on cross-country trips. 

The heat-resisting quality of alu- 
minum paint is not a new discovery. 
But until recently it had not been 
tried out successfully on railroad 
equipment. Its use on Southern Pa- 
cific’s new lounge cars is expected to 
set a noteworthy precedent. 

The special window glass which 
“admits ight but excludes heat” has 
not been used heretofore in the cars 
of any American railway, but has 
been employed successfully on trains 
in tropical India and Africa. 

Manufactured by an English factory, 
the glass cuts off 
about 80 per cent 
of the heat from 
thesun while 
transmitting 
about 65 per cent 
of the light. It 
has a slight green 
tinge, but, after 
the. first -impres- 
sion, the color is 
not noticeable and 
only the restful 
character re- 
mains...Recent 
tests have’ proved 
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that aluminum paint reduces materi- 
ally the temperature of car interiors by 
keeping out from 20 to 25 per cent of 
the sun’s heat, according to reports. 
Southern Pacific’s new lounge cars 
will have three coats of the paint— 


one inside and another outside the - 


inner metal sheet and one coat for the 
exterior finish, something distinctive 
in paint jobs for railway equipment. 
Ten of the lounge cars are nearing 
completion. They were ordered some 
months ago at a cost of $600,000. The 
arrangement and fitting of the cars 
will introduce many novel features 
especially designed by the company’s 
motive power department to meet all 
requirements of the most exacting 
travelers.

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-Rehabilitating the Injured Employe Has 
Become Noble Achievement 


Following article is taken, in part, from a 
paper read by Mr, Newman’ at recent conven- 
tion of the Association of Railway Claims 
Agents held at Detroit: 

OUTHERN PACIFIC COMPANY 
S is, so far as I can determine, the 
real pioneer in originating the 
thought, and keeping it in practice to 
this date, of restor- 
ing to its service, 
after mutually satis- 
factory settlement, 
those employes who 
have become perma- 
nently. disabled be- 
cause of injuries re- 
ceived while on 
duty. 

More than thirty 
years ago one of our 
locomotive engineers 
suffered the ampu- 
tation of one of his 
legs below the knee, He was returned 
to work as an engineer and today is 
one of the oldest engineers, in point 
of service, on our Los Angeles Divi- 
sion and is taking out his engine 
regularly on our limited trains. His 
record is exemplary, and he is one 
of the most efficient and loyal engi- 
neers'on the Company’s roll, 

Another instance is that of a 
freight brakeman, who, thirty years 
ago, sustained the amputation of his 
left arm at the shoulder joint, also 
partial amputation of the thumb and 
two fingers of his right hand. He 
was returned to service and, through 
merit alone, was gradually promoted 
until about ten years ago he was ap- 
pointed a superintendent, 

Still another instance is that of a 
laborer, who, twenty-five years ago, 
suffered the amputation of one of his 
lower limbs. On returning to work 
in a minor capacity, he studied teleg- 
raphy and thus advanced himself, and 
today he is district freight and pas- 
senger agent at an important traffic 
terminal on our Oregon Lines, 

All Classes of Work 

There are other instances too 
numerous to detail. We have several 
main line engineers and firemen with 
one leg off below the knee, We have 
in service several conductors with an 
amputation of one leg below the knee, 
also towermen, depot masters, switch 
tenders, ticket collectors, shop em- 
ployes, .ete., with practically every 
kind of a permanent. partial disability 
that.can be sustained.

I am proud of the fact that these 
disabled employes are rendering one 
“hundred per cent efficient and loyal 
service. So far as I know, not one 
accident has been caused or con- 
tributed to by any of them. 

The Company does not enter into 
any contract or agreement as to fu- 
ture employment, but, on the con- 
trary, every disabled employe is 
given to understand that he must 
handle his work to the entire satis- 
faction of his superior officer or he 
will forfeit his position. Our release 
voucher specifically states that money 
is the sole consideration of the release 
and that there is no promise nor 
guarantee of future employment in- 
volved in the settlement. This Com- 
pany’s policy of rehabilitating its in- 
jured employes is so well established 
and known among the rank and file 
that it is generally recognized that 
the disabled employe restored to serv- 
ice will not be disturbed or dismissed 
so long as he attends strictly to busi- 
ness and handles his duties satis- 
factorily. 

My office maintains close, cordial 
relations with our Operating Depart- 
ment in the handling of employe in- 
jury and death claims. Every su- 
perintendent of the fourteen divisions

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is thoroughly familiar with the policy 
of the Company to treat with the un- 
fortunate in a broad, human way, and 
I receive whole-hearted cooperation 
from them in locating our disabled 
men. If the division on which an em- 
ploye was injured cannot care for 
him, then he is transferred to any 
other division where a position may 
be available that he can handle, 
Human Kindliness 

My predecessor in this office for 
twenty years, David R. Sessions, who 
was a kindly, humane man, took a 
strong personal interest in the re- 
habilitation of our disabled employes. 
I have endeavored for the past nine 
years to foster and perpetuate his 
policy of the Claims Department tak- 
ing an active and forceful interest in 
assisting our employes in their mis- 
fortune and arranging with our Oper- 
ating and other departments in 
placing our crippled men and worthy 
widows and their children with the 
Company where they can earn re- 
spectable livings and at the same 
time give the Company value received 
for the wages paid them. 

If there be any pleasure at all at- 
tached to the class of work we are 
handling daily, including all the grief 
and woe we constantly view, it is to 
me the real satisfaction of mind I 
obtain when I see a permanently in- 
jured employe leave my office with a 
check covering a satisfactory money 
settlement and with knowledge that 
he is either to return to his former 
position or to one which has been 
provided that he can handle in his 
crippled condition. 

To provide suitable labor for these 
unfortunates has, with the Southern 
Pacific Company, long ago passed be- 
yond the stage of a noble experiment. 
it has become a noble achievement, 
the distinguishing feature of which is 
the exercise of practical Christianity 
in dealing with permanently disabled 
employes who are members of our 
great railroad family and who do not 
ask for charity but only for the op- 
portunity to earn a respectable living 
among their fellow men.

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Passenger Earnings Show Improvement 


Traffic Representatives Receive Reports at Annual 
General Advertising Conference Held in San Francisco 


RAFFIC representatives from 

New York to San Francisco and 

from Vancouver, Canada, to Gua- 
dalajara, Mexico, who attended the 
annual General Advertising Confer- 
ence at San Francisco August 13-16 
learned that Southern Pacific’s pas- 
senger revenues are showing improve- 
ment, Pacifie Lines revenues for the 
first six months showing an increase 
of two per cent over the same period 
of 1928, 

F. S. McGinnis, passenger traffic 
manager, who, with E. W. Clapp, 
traffic manager, Chicago, presided at 
the meeting, in announcing the good. 
news as to revenues, said that the 
quality of Southern Pacific’s advertis- 
ing had been an important factor in 
the improved showing. While Pacific 
Lines revenues showed an increase, 
passenger revenues of all Class I 
roads showed a decrease of 2 per cent 
for the period. 

One very encouraging aspect of the 
Southern Pacific passenger revenue 
report, Mr. McGinnis pointed out, was 
the fact that local revenues on Pacific 
Lines showed a decrease of only 
$23,807 as compared with a decrease 
of $702,877 in the same period last 
year from the revenues of January 
to June, 1927. 

President Paul Shoup came before 
the conference the second day, and, 
after expressing his gratification at 
the improved showing, said that he 
believes our passenger earnings can 
be still further imcreased, because 
people now have the means to travel 
and are traveling, and it is up to 
Southern Pacific people to find a way 
to get them on our trains. 

“The problem should be gone into 
with an open mind,” Mr. Shoup said, 
“and we should not feel bound by past 
practices. With the very large pur- 
chasing power of the country, people 
have more money to travel. New 
fares and new services, fully adver- 
tised, may be effective in increasing 
the amount of travel over Southern 
Pacific rails.” 

Details of the 1930 advertising 
campaign were discussed, both local 
and national. Southern Pacific spends 
approximately $1,300,000 a year in 
advertising to back up the work of 
the traffic representatives throughout 
the United States. A large propor- 
tion is devoted‘to stimulating travel 
to the South, Southwest and Pacific 
Coast. 

On Thursday and Friday, August 
15 and 16, district agents from all 
parts of the Pacific .Lines territory 
were present at the meeting and gave 
suggestions based on their experience 
in the field. 

Mr. Clapp said at-the’meeting that 
representatives in the East, and away 
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from Southern Pacific rails, welcome 
suggestions from those who are work- 
ing in Southern Pacific local territory, 
and that to get the most business all 
must work together to the common 
end. 


Mr. MeGinnis called special atten-- 


tion to the energy and good work 
done by the general agents under Mr. 
Clapp’s direction, and said that they 
should receive due credit for their 
fine work in increasing west-bound 
business. 


Death Claims Veteran Conductor 
Who Gave Travelogue Talks 


William J. O'Neill, former conduc- 
tor on the East Bay electric lines, 
who retired April 1 this year, passed 
away at his home on August 20, at 
the age of "4. He had been ailing for 


some time,..and -was obliged to. retire 


-from -active life because of his phy- 


sical condition. 

Mr. O'Neill entered Southern Pa- 
cific service on October ‘1, 1899, asa 
brakeman on thé Western Division. 
In July, 1910, he became conductor. 

During his active years he was ‘in- 
tensely interested in the -problems of 
the Company and did much to attract 
the traveling publiec’s attention to ‘its 
service. His vacations were usually 
spent in traveling over the lines, 
camera and notebook in hand, aequir- 
ing material for illustrated travelogue 
talks which he later. gave before civic 
clubs, fraternal organizations, schools, 
ete., and in this manner did muchto 
stimulate public interest in travel via 
Southern Pacific.

pany favorably.to.:the public. cat all 
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times, by a pleasant but dignified at- 
titude, careful address, kind and in- 
telligent replies to questions, and send 
the patron away with a feeling of hav- 
ing been well served, and with a men- 
tal resolution to favor the company 
with future. business. On the other 
hand, it is easily possible to send the 
patron away with a feeling of dis- 
satisfaction, enmity and anger, due to 
arrogance, unnecessary and objection- 
display of authority, sharp and un- 
pleasant retorts, and indifference. 

More damage can be caused by mak- 
ing one dissatisfied patron than can 
be repaired in months of solicitation. 
Business, like everything else, is 
easier to tear down than to build up, 
and one of the most devastating in- 
struments of destruction is discour- 
tesy. A contact which has taken years 
to build can be broken off by one 
sharp letter, one pert reply, or one 
discourteous reply over the telephone. 
As the railroads deal exclusively /in 
service, the important role played by 
the telephone is apparent. This -com- 
mon usage makes a pleasing tele- 
phone personality of the utmost im- 
portance in dealing with patrons.’ -It 
is not so much what is. said -in ‘the 
conversation as “the manner ‘and ‘tone 
of voice in which the words are spoken 
that ‘impress the party ealling.:: We 
should always ‘bear’ in-mind ‘that ‘we 
are speaking ‘to a: person,’ not simply 
‘into an-instrument.2

he has done it for years. 

What is the answer? Hothouse? 

No.. The answer is, the Pacific 
coast states and the railroad. 

Perennial Garden 

Owing to the climate, the fertile

And not from.a geographi- 
eally central point of distribution, 
but for the most part clear across the 
continent, over almost insurmountable 
snow-covered mountain ranges, or

“est, for, like all 
erop movements, 
it is not steady, but sea- 
sonal, and attaining at its 
peak an almost appalling size, 

The cantaloupes, which originate in 
California and Arizona, begin to 
move from the Imperial: Valley about 
the middle of May; at first a few cars, 
then steadily increasing in number 
day by day until the peak is reached, 
when from 400 to 500 cars are han- 
died daily. The movement continues 
until early in August, when a second 
crop of melons, this time honeydews 
and honeybails, begins to move and 
continues into the month of December. 

The Arizona cantaloupes begin to 
move the latter part of June, and the 
early part of August sees the com- 
pletion of the movement, 


“Adding salt to the i ice in the cars ba refrigeration. 
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Cantaloupes and other melons are 
also grown at Turlock and other Cali- 
fornia points, but the largest produc- 
tion, and the one most difficult to han- 
dle from a railroad operating stand- 
point, is that-of the Imperial Valley. 
This valley, about 45 miles long by 
85 miles wide, yields the great bulk 
of the cantaloupe production of the 
entire United States. Unlike other 
districts, the packing sheds are not 
grouped close together, but are scat-

tered over the valley, and the placing 

of empty cars for loading and the 

pulling out of loaded equipment, in- 

stead of a switching movement, 

amounts to what would in a thickly 

settled area be a local freight run. 
Hum of Activity 

At the height of the season the 
movement of switch engines up and 
down the valley is continuous; the 
hum of constant activity never abates, 
day or night. So steady is the move- 
ment of switch engines and fruit 
blocks through this section that fif- 
teen extra crossing watchmen are put 
on during the rush season to safe- 
guard motorists and pedestrians un- 
accustomed to the unusual traffic. 

Shortly after the cantaloupe move- 
ment begins in the valley, water- 
melons are ready for shipment and 
begin to move. At the end of July 
this year 19,207 cars of cantaloupes 
and 4476 cars of watermelons had 
been shipped, with the movement not 
yet completed. 

This year, for the first time in his- 
tory, melons were exported from the 
Imperial Valley, when a carload of 
Japanese honeydews, a new variety, 
was shipped to Japan via San Fran- 
cisco and steamer. 

Grapes from Imperial Valley start 
moving in June and from Arizona and 
other California points in July, con- 
tinuing then to the first part of De- 
cember, 

In Arizona and California, the 
melons out of the way, but a short 
respite is gained in which to rest up 
from the rush and get the decks again 
cleared for action when the lettuce 
season comes on, 

The first crop of Arizona lettuce is 
ready to move early in December, 
and the movement is over.the latter 
part:of January. The Imperial ‘Valley 
lettuce begins to move about the mid- 
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1, Packing grapes for shipment. 2. A Mi 
Vauling melons from feld to packing shed, 


dle of December, and continues until 
early in April, The second crop of 
Arizona lettuce moves during the 
month of April. 

In the Watsonville-Salinas district 
the lettuce goes on the market in 
April and continues in volume up to 
the forepart of December, 

Early in July, apples, peaches, 
plums and pears begin to move from 
northern California and Oregon. This 
movement usually continues until the 
end of the following month. 

The movement of navel oranges be- 
gins the middle of November and con- 
tinues until April 15. Valencias come 
on about May 15 and move eastward 
until the middle of November. 

So far we have mentioned the 
heavier crops only, which, as will be 
seen, are constantly moving through 
the greater part of the year. 

There are many other fruits and

quantities. A commodity, rather un- 
usual in character, which moves 
during February, is the common 
dandelion. Of these greens, fifty 
solid carloads were shipped this year 
from the Imperial Valley alone. 


Getting Ready 


So much for what is shipped, and 
when. The transportation of this 
perishable freight is such a compli- 
cated matter, involving an elaborate 
system of handling, with so many 
interesting details, that a complete 
description of the many steps would 
fill a volume. Therefore, a brief sum- 
mary is all that can be given here, 

There are four principal concentra- 
tion points: Phoenix and Yuma, Ariz., 
and Colton and Roseville, Calif. It 
is at these points 
thatthe emptycars 
are assembled,and 
where the loaded 
cars are made up 
into trains for 
movement east, 
Months before the 
crops mature, 
preparations: are 
begun to take care 
of the coming 
movement. Empty 
refrigerator’ cars 
are. assembled 
from every ayail- 
‘able source.

Arrangement for this gathering to- 
gether of equipment is begun as much 
as six months in advance of the 
ripening of the fruit. Every empty 
track at the various points of assem- 
bly is filled with waiting cars, every 
one of which is thoroughly inspected, 
repaired and cleaned before being 
stored, After the movement begins, 
to provide ‘against emergency such as 
temporary interruption of service, it is 
endeavored at all times to keep on 
hand a supply of cars well in excess 
of the daily requirements, so that, for 
instance, in case of a washout tying 
up the line for several hours and thus 
preventing the arrival of returning 
empties, the supply on hand will be 
sufficient to permit the continued and 
uninterrupted loading of cars, 

The railroad’s agreement with the 
shippers now is to deliver fruit and 
vegetables from California to Chicago 
in seven to eight days; to New York 
in nine to eleven days, depending 
upon the locality. From Arizona the 
time is one to two days less. This 
schedule was made effective June 
5, and by its adoption the time 
of delivery was made twenty-four 
to forty-eight hours less than for- 
merly, In other words one, and in 
some cases, two whole days less are 
now required :to haul the cars from 
shipper to buyer. A simple statement, 
but 2 big accomplishment. It involved 
endless planning and scheming, A few 


minutes saved ‘here, a few more -cut’ 


off there, a half hour lopped off some- 
where else. And, “with ‘the new -and 
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shorter -schedule, eterrial vigilance is 
required to see that thé time is made. 
Speaking of the new schedule in a 
special article, the Los Angeles 
“Times” said: “Human -efficiency has 
never. beén raised to a higher point 
than the handling of the perishable 
fruits and vegetables of California.” 

No effort is too great to maintain 
the schedule. A short delay may mean 
failure to make the sehedule, and 
failure to make the schedule may 
mean serious loss. That one train 
may not have the advantage over 
another due to earlier arrival, it is 
planned as far as it is humanly pos- 
sible to have all trains reach Chicago 
at the same time each day. With at 
times twenty to thirty solid trains of 
fruit leaving daily, with the necessary 
time between trains, and the operation 
of regular trains as well, the problem 
of having them all reach the yards at 
destination at the same time is one 
of considerable magnitude. 

Hold the Pace 

Schedules must be made if chaos is 
not to result. Much of the fruit and 
vegetables is picked before ripe, the 
time of transportation to market be- 
ing allowed for, as the ripening pro- 
cess continues while enroute. So then, 
when a car starts on its way east it is 
estimated that the contents will be 
fully ripened and in prime condition 
for delivery on arrival at destination. 
A delay may mean over-ripe fruit. 
Also, shippers depend upon the sched- 
ule, and plan their distribution of cars 
at markets accordingly. Delays in ar- 
rivals would mean serious shortages 
at some points and more serious over- 
supply at others. So, the schedule 
must be maintained. 

Once the cars are loaded they are 
hurried to the nearest concentration 
point. Here they are classified, made 
up into solid trains, re-iced or placed 
under heat and rushed forward. By

classification is meant the sorting to- 
gether of ears according to the direc- 
tion they travel and their destination. 
When received at the concentration 
points from the packing sheds, a train 
may contain cars destined east, west, 
north and south, Classifying them 
therefore means getting together the 
eastbound cars, and so on. 

To insure as far as possible against 
delay or damage enroute no car is 
given to a shipper for loading that is 
not believed to be in perfect condition. 
All empty cars received at coneentrat- 
ing points are first completely inspect- 
ed, Lf the slightest defect is found, 
the ear is immediately placed upon 
the repair track and put in first-class 
condition. Cars are thoroughly cleaned 
inside, oftentimes to the extent of 
scrubbing. 

At the height of the shipping season 
from central and northern California 
the Roseville yard is the busiest yard 
on the Pacific Lines. The territory 
served by this yard embraces all 
points south to Fresno, north to 
Gerber, east to Colfax, and all points 
to the west. To Roseville come 
daily, calls from this territory for

empty cars. Some of the cars must be 
pre-iced at Roseville; all must be fur- 
nished. And here in return, daily 
comes pouring from eighteen different 
branches a steady stream of cars lad- 
en with the golden harvest, These 
trains must, as a rule, all be classified. 
The majority must be re-iced. An av- 
erage of one minute is allowed each 
ear for re-icing. 
Busiest Yard 

During the season of 1928, the heav- 
fest day in the Roseville yard was 
September 28, when 6282 cars passed 
in and out of the yards, being handled 
in 111 trains, This movement was an 
increase of 2078 cars over the heavi- 
est day of 1922, and reveals the grow- 
ing importance of the west’s contribu- 
tion to the food supply of the country, 
the difference in the two years’ figures 
reflecting a gradual growth through 
the six-year period. 

At Roseville is located the largest 
ice-making plant in the world, and one 
having the record for largest output. 
This plant has a manufacturing capac- 
ity of 1800 tons of ice every 24 hours, 
ond a storage capacity of 53,000 tons. 
The facilities for icing cars at this

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plant provide for the pre-icing of 100 
cars and re-icing 156 cars, or a.total 
of 256 cars iced at -one -time. ‘There 
are four icing tracks and two “island” 
icing platforms. 

Daring the perishable season, the 
forces in some departments are almost 
doubled, and many extra men are re- 
quired in others. The number of 
switch engines is practically trebled 
to keep the steady stream of cars 
moving through the concentration 
points, Many extra train crews are 
needed on all divisions enroute, station 
forces must be increased to handle the 
extra clerical work, and the forces in 
the mechanical department must be 
augmented to keep the motive power 
and rolling stock in perfect order. Even 
the police forces are increased, so that 
a watchful eye may be kept on the 
cars while the loading is in progress. 


Parade of Trains 

During the year 1928 the number of 
perishable blocks operated from all 
concentration points for eastern mar- 
ets reached a total of 3832. Of these, 
1879 originated at Roseville, 1154 at 
Colton, 584 from the Imperial Valley 
and 265 from Arizona. 

In May and June, during the move- 
ment of cantaloupes from the Imperial 
Valley, the average was 16 blocks or 
trains, daily, including all classes of 
perishable freight. 

In September and October, when the 
grapes were moving, an average of 28 
blocks was operated daily from all 
districts. During the peak movement 
on some days as high as 20 blocks 
were operated east from Roseville. 
The average number of blocks oper- 
ated daily throughout the entire year 
was 16. 

The above figures include only the 
through eastbound trains, and do not 
take into consideration the trainload 
movement westbound of empty cars

The Job Finished 

For days and weeks the rush and 
the grinding routine go on. The fruit 
and the vegetables are ripe; they 
MUST be moved. Then, one day, as 
suddenly as it started, the work is 
over. The pickers pack up and move 
on to other districts; the engines rest; 
the buyers disappear; the stripped 
fields again drowse peacefully in the 
hot sun. The shipping season is over 
for another year. The railroad takes 
stock of itself, and finds that again it 
has done its job, which is growing 
bigger and harder every year. 

And back throughout the east, in 
some hotel in almost every city and 
town, while the chill autumn evening 
changes to a colder night, and the 
snow, so long threatened, begins to 
slowly fall, a waiter hovers about an 
undecided diner-out and suggests

Stars Will Replace Stripes on 
Uniforms of Employes 


The stripes of braid now being 
worn on the coat sleeve of trainmen, 
stationmen, steamer service and all 
uniformed employes as public recog- 
nition of years of faithful and con- 
tinuous service are now to be re- 
placed by stars, according to an- 
nouncement made by General Man- 
ager F, L. Burckhalter. The new 
regulation becomes effective imme- 
diately and any employes ordering 
new uniforms will have stars used 
instead of the customary braid. 

The stars will be furnished by the 
Company and will be of either gold 
or silver bullion to mateh the orna- 
ments worn on the uniform. The 
stars are slightly smaller than those 
previously worn and will be arranged 
in pyramid form on the left sleeve, 
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using four stars.in' a row as the base 
‘of the pyramid. . 

In the past one stripe of braid has 
signified five years of service. An- 
other stripe was added for each addi- 
tional five years until twenty -years’ 
service was designated. Subsequent 
five-year periods were then desig- 
nated by addition of stars above the 
stripes. Now stars alone will be used 
to designate periods of service,

Question: 

HAVE a son 8% years old who has 

been troubled the last year with 
highly acid urine. His face is red 
and scaly and at times the skin 
breaks and gets watery. Also little 
patches of irritation break out all over 
his body. He sometimes wets the 
bed and in the morning he is all red 
and irritated around the privates. We 
have had his urine examined a couple 
of times and the doctor states it is 
highly acid. Otherwise he is in per- 
fect health except that his tonsils are 
enlarged. Will you please advise 
what should be done for him and what 
he should be fed. Local doctors seem 
to do him no good. 


Answer: 

The high acidity of your son’s 
urine is most likely due to the fact 
that he eats too much meat and not 
enough vegetables and fruit. Cut 
down the amount of bread to one 
slice a meal, using whole wheat and 
graham flour, eating no meat, fish, 
fowl or eggs until he is cured and after 
that moderate it to a small amount 
each day. 

What he undoubtedly has in his 
skin is eczema from the poor diet he 
has been on. See that his bowels 
move regularly, adding a little cas- 
cara at night if the diet of abundant 
fats, cooked and fresh vegetables does 
not correct it. He should be washed 
all over daily and the foreskin should 
be retracted and parts cleaned twice 
a week, 

Question: 

N response to your invitation in the 

“Bulletin” I wish to get your opin- 
ion of injections of calcium into yeins 
to make one immune from-<colds. I 
am an engineer, 49. years old, and 
have been on the New Mexico Divi- 
sion for nearly 24 years. Height, 
five feet nine inches and weight 150 
pounds. The past winter I was 
bothered with one cold after another. 
A doctor in El Paso recommended in- 
jections of calcium in the veins but I 
was afraid it might be a dangerous 
experiment, However, this doctor has 
a splendid reputation. 
Answer: 

The injection-of calcium into veins 
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has no éffect except to ‘increase ‘the 
calcium content of the-blood when ‘it 
is lowered. This can be accomplished 
in most cases equally well by .drink- 
ing large quantities of milk, which 
has a high ealcium content. 

There are certain conditions in 
which the calcium is low and in which 
great benefit is obtained by raising 
it, and it is possible that your Doctor 
recognized that you had such a con- 
dition underlying your susceptibility 
to colds. 

The introduction of calcium into a 
vein is a common practice and is not 
attended with danger in the hands of 
a reputable physician. We would ad- 
vise you to discuss this matter frankly 
with your physician so that he may 
make clear to you the reason for his 
plan. 

Question: 

Y wife, age 44 years and 6 

months, weight 208 pounds, 
height five feet and six inches, com- 
plains as follows: At times she has 
a severe pain about two inches above 
pit of stomach, heavy gas pressure, 
constipated for several days at a time, 
then again it will be weeks when she 
feels fine, but when these pains are 
present they upset her general health. 
Also, her right knee has a dull pain. 
Could you tell us what her trouble 
is and if a diet is good for her and 
what would you suggest. 


Answer; 


Your wife weighs between fifty and 
sixty pounds too much. She undoubt- 
edly eats too fattening food and too 
much of it, Gall bladder disease is 
very common among women of that 
type and also the type of gastric dis- 
tress that she complains ‘of. She 
ought to observe rigidly'a diet of 
cooked fruits and vegetables, reduce 
her weight regularly, have her teeth 
and tonsils investigated, which will 
probably help the knee and also re- 
duce her weight. It is doubtful if 
medicine would do her any good and 
exercise of will power is very neces- 
sary. 

Question: 


AVE lost a few pounds in 
weight, possibly about seven or 
eight pounds. Went to see Company 
doctor and he suggested that I take 
2 metabolic test for thyroids. Please 
advise if a series of treatments and 
medicine can overcome thyroid trouble. 
I am -85 years of age and can say 
that I feel pretty good. I have a 
blood pressure that is a little over 
what it should be for my age. Am 
nervous and ‘have some tremor in my 
hands, Have a pretty good appetite 
but my bowels do not move the way
